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Fire Breaks Up 
Jewish Alliance 


Bond Gathering 


Frank Inman Had Just Spo- 
ken on Need of Improved 
Water Supply. 


Fire breaking out less than a 
block from the Jewish Educational 
Alliance building, 90 Capitol avenue, 
broke up a bond mass meeting Sun- 
day night, while School Superinten- 
dent W. F. Dykes was describing 
the Girls’ High school as “a horri- 
ble fire trap.” Frank M. Inman, 
chairman of the bond commission, 
had told the audience of the need 
of adequate water supply to Tight 
fires just a few minutes before 
the blaze began. 

The flames from the burning 
house, located at 225 Woodward av- 
enue, and operated as a boarding 
house by Mrs. “W. A. Feeney, were 
visible from the windows of the 
hall where the bond meeting was 
in progress. They cast a bright 
glare on the sky, causing the audi- 
ence to start a rush to the doors 
and windows of the hall. 

Mr. Dykes stopped speaking as 
the hall was emptied but before 
all the members of the audience 
had left, a resolution was hastily 
introduced indorsing the bond is- 
sue, and unanimously approved. An- 
other meeting will be called soon 
as J. K. Vashnell, of Baltimore, Md., 
who led a successful campaign for 
$1,000,000 bonds in that city last 
November, and Mayor Key were 
still on the platform waiting to 
speak, when the meeting was brok- 
en up. 

Then Came Fire Alarm. 

Mr. Inman said he had thought 
at first that school improvement 
was the most pressing need of the 
city, but further investigation con- 
vinced him that the greatest need 
was improved water supply. 

“You think you have enough wa- 
ter, and you have, for normal uses. 
But what would happen in case a 
big fire started?’ he asked. . 

“I don’t know what would hap- 
pen-if the Girls’ High school should 
ever catch fire,” said Superintend- 
ent Dykes. “I shudder to think of 
it.”

The fire 
was so close that many persons 
in the hall crowded to the doors 
and windows, believing they were 
in danger.

IN GEORGIA FIRES 


Big Cotton Mills Burn 
at Hazelhurst, Follow- 
ing Explosion— Incen- 
diaries Suspected. 


OTHER CIRES RUSH 
QUICK AID TO TIFTON 


Fire There Confined to 
Big Brick Building, Aft- 
er Firemen Make Heroic 
Fight. 


Two big fires, one in Hazelhurst 
and the other in Tifton, were yes- 
terday reported in dispatches to 
The Constitution, which sald that 


the aggregate damage from the 
conflagrations would exceed a 
quarter million dollars. 

A terrific explosion of unknown 
origin fired the big mills of the 
Carter Cotton Oil company in Hazel- 
hurst, where it is believed that the 
damage of $100,000 was caused by 
incendiaries. 

In Tifton fire destroyed four 
business concerns, causing a loss of 
$150,000. For a time it seemed that 
the entire business district of the 
town would be destroyed, but aid 
rushed from neighboring cities made 
it possible for local fire depart- 
ment forces to check the flames. 
BLAST CAUSES FIRE 
IN HAZELHURST. 


Hazelhurst, Ga., February 20.— 
(Special.)—The big cotton oil mill 
buildings of the Carter Cotton Oil 
mill, together with all machinery 
and a large.amount of cotton seed 
and manufactured products, were 
completely destroyed by fire this 
morning, which followed a terrific 
explosion. The fire 5 thought to 
‘have been incendiary. The alarm 
being given about 3 o'clock. 

The mill had operated all day 
Saturday, but had shut down at 
7 o’elock for Sunday. The origin 
of the fire is believed by the own- 
ers of the mill to be incendiary. The 
oil mill and products, -both crude 
and manufactured on hand, were 
| valued at something over $100,000 
and was only partially covered by 
insurance. ; 

Partly Insured. 

The mill wag owned and operated 
by. P. Aw Carter and Judge.8..D. 
Dell. The fire was discovered by the 
watchman on duty when a terrific 
explosion took place that was heard 
for miles around. What could have 
caused such an explosion is not 
known and it can not be accounted 
for. 

The big ginnery connected with 
and operated in conjunction with 
the oil mill was not burned, though 
it had been fired, the fire being ex- 
tinguished. 


MANY BUSINESSES 
DAMAGED IN TIFTON. 


Tifton, Ga., February 20.—(5pe- 

cial.)—Tifton was visited by the 
worst fire it has experienced in sev- 
eral years today, when the three- 
story Bowen building, now owned 
by T. W. Bift, was gutted by 
flames. The building was occupied 
by Darnell’s Dry Goods store, Ivey 
Furniture company and a few of- 
f:ces. The total damage was about 
$150,000. 
* Phe fire started in the third floor, 
used by Ivey Furniture company as 
a@ store room, the blaze being dis- 
covered about noon. The city was 
at church and volunteer firefight- 
ers were late in arriving, though 
the regular firemen. were on the 
scene at once. For a time it looked 
as though the whole block, whicn 
was destroyed in 1904, was doomed, 
but nine streams of water brought 
the fire under control in about two 
hours, 

The building was insured for $15,- 
000, which about half covers the 
loss. The Ivey Furniture company 
carried $30.000 insurance and be- 
tween $40,000 and $50,000 stock. 
Parnell’'s Dry Goods store carried a 
stock “worth between $30;000 and 
$40,000, with a@ little over $20,000 
insurance, 

Other Fire Damage. 

The two-story Hall building ad- 
joining was slightly damaged by 
fire and water. C. L. Parker’s gro- 
cery and market was damaged by 
water and offices in the Hall build- 
ing and the Kent building were 
damaged by water. Kent’s furni- 
ture and music was damaged by wa- 
ter and removal of stock. 

This was the worst fire Tifton 
has had since 1904, when all the 
buildings at the intersection of Sec- 
ond street and Love avenue were 
burned. 

Calls for help were sent to Fitz- 
gerald and Cordele. The Fitzger- 
eld truck arrived in 55 minutes, but 
the” Cordele truck’ was stopped at 
Ashburn. At the time the call was 
Sent out it looked like all of the 
business houses in that immediate 
section were gone. 


FITZGERALD RUSHES 
AID TO TIFTON. 

Fitzgerald, Ga., February 20.— 
(Special )—A unit of the Fitzger- 
ald fire department, consisting of a 
combination engine truck and six 
men, was rusbed to Tifton this aft- 
ern at the request of City Man- 
ager W. T. Dargrett to assist in 
quelling the $150,000 fire in that 
city.. The unit returned late this 
evening with the report that the 
fire had been confined to one block. 

Early this afternoon when it was 
understood here that half of Tifton 
was throatened, a special meeting of 
the board of governors of the cham- 
ber of commerce was called to prof- 
fer all possible aid to the sister city

Caruso- watched the falling snow 
that blanketed New York today 
from a window near his sick bed 
and, with the yearning of a school- 
bcy witn the measles, declared “‘it 
looks fine.” 

While the tenor was enjoying the 
sight, his physiciang tssued a bulle- 
tin ifdicating his , eu im- 
-trovement. His family also planned 
to take him from the city as soon 
as he has recovered sufficiently to 
leave the hotel. 4 

The bulletin issued by the’ physi- 
cians remained conservative, but in- 
dicated that no great anxiety was 
felt for the patient whoa few weeks 
ago was stricken with pleurisy and 
hovered at death’s door for several 
days after suffering a relapse last 
Tuesday night. It follows: 

“Mr. Caruso has had a good night 
and he is quite refreshed this morn- 
ing. His condition is quite feverish, 
but quite satisfactory.” 

Another bulletin will not be issued 
until tomorrow. 

All day visitors poured in and out 


of. the singer’s hotel apartment, but’ 


none waz admitted to the sick room. 
They consisted chiefly of opera 
singers. Bruno Zirato, Caruso's pri- 
vate secretary, said his employer 
was cheerful throughout the day 
and took a keen interest in all that 
went on around him. 


GONGRESS HUSTLES 
AS TIME SHORTENS 


Mass of Pending Legisla- 
tion Piles Up, With 
Only Ten Days of Ses- 
sion Remaining.

Washington, February 20.—Con- 
Sress has reached its customary 
near-adjournment stage of piled up 
legislation, of “steering” by steer- 
ing committees, of lobbying, log- 
rolling, tradtng and threats of fili- 
bustering. 

Only ten more working days. re- 
main before the ftnal gavel falls 
and the capitol is seething with con- 
centrated effort, from within and 
without, to pass or defeat the mass 
of bills before congress. Murmurs 
of filibustering, which have marked 
the end of every “short” séssion in 
March for years, are heard both on 
the senate and house sides, on the 
former against the Winslow bill for 
partial payment of goverhment ac- 


side in the effort to force action on 
the-packers’ control bill. 

The emergency tariff bill also re- 
mains a vigh point of controversy. 
Senate and house conferees are to 
meet tomorrow to discuss the score 
of amendments added by the senate. 
Although Senator Penrose, of Penn- 
Sylvania, once predicted that the 
bill would be in conference but “a 
half hour,” any conference agree- 
ment still must run the gauntlet of 
both branches of congress in the 
closing days, with a prompt veto 
by President Wilson predicted gen- 
erally and with no prospect of veto, 
being overridden. 

Bills in Conference. 

‘A dozen other important bills also 
are in confgrence, including the im- 
migration restriction passed yester- 
day by the senate. Adoption by the 
house of the senate plan is ex- 
pected. 

The conference report will have 
right of way in the house this week 
while the senate is pressing to’ rush 
through the annual appropriation 
bills, all of which, except a general 
deficiency... bill, have passed the 
house. The new house rules, how- 
ever, are impeding its action on 
conference reports. : 

In addition . * #* legisla- 
tioi, th. house judiciary committee 
tomorrow will take up the impeach- 


ment charges against Federal Judge 
Landis. The committee will hear 
representative Welty, democrat, of 
Ohio, who impeached the jurist. A 
report on the case is planned before 
the end of congress. 


Loan Enquire Today. 

Another important committe hear- 
ing tomorrow is the resumption of 
inquiry into the status of alleged 
loans. Secretary Houston, of the 
treasury department, will appear 
before the senate judiciary commit- 
tee in connection with pending reso- 
lutions to stop all further payment 
without. further authority from 
congress.

Revival of German Pub- 
licity Efforts Foretold in 
Message to All American 
Legion Posts. 


MEETINGS PLANNED 
TO OPEN CAMPAIGN 


Bulletin From Headquar- 
ters Tells of Effort to 
Unite Disloyal Elements 
Into Political Power. 


Indianapolis, Ind., February 20.— 
American Legion posts throughout 
the United States were asked to- 
night by the legion’s national 
headquarters here to watch for a 
revival of German propaganda in 
this country. 

A builetin sent out by the na- 
tional headquarters said the ob- 
ject of the propaganda seemed in- 
tended to turn American sentiment 
against the allies, and to create a 
“powerful national political ma- 
chine by the amalgamation of the 
disloyal elements in our popula- 
tion.” ; 

Mass meetings in New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Cincinnati, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Louisville, Omaha and 
Cleveland have been planned, the 
bulletin said, as “one of the first 
national manifestations of the 
propaganda campaign. 
all state headquarters of the 
legion, said: 

Objects of Drive. 

“There is come to the attention 
of the national headquarters infor- 
mation indicating a move for a 
nation-wide revival. of German 
propaganda activities in the United 
States, which are the result of a 
earefully directed national cam- 
paign, the object of which seem 
to be:

American popular sentiment against

Meetings Planned. 

“One of the first national mani- 
festations “of this activity will 
probably take the form of a series 
of mass meetings throughout. the 
country, ostensibly in protest 
against the occupation of the 
Rhine by French negro troops from 
Africa. The alleged presence of 
French colonials is to be used as 
,a motive to turn American senti- 
ment against France... Negro troops 
were withdrawn from the French 
army of occupation months ago. 
While there, their conduct was ex- 
cellent, ac@ording to official re- 
ports from the American ambassa- 
dor at Paris to /the state depart- 
ment in Washington. 

‘It has been planned to hold a 
series of such mass meetings in 
New York, Philadelphia, Cincinnati, 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Omaha, Cleve- 
land and other cities. In all these 
cities, and in many others, there 
are committees and groups which 
aspire to be the nucleus of the ne- 
tional organization which propa- 
ganda is now working in the in- 
terest of Germany and in the 
United States with the hope to 
build up for the purposes stated 


above. 
Reports Received. 


“Identified with this movement 
are individuals whose disloyalty 
and whose efforts in the interest 
of Germany have been notorious in 
the past and who are now again 
(in direct communication with 
Berlin. 

“National headquarters has re- 
ceived reports of pro-German ac- 
tivities from many sections of the 
country which appear to connect 
directly with the national propa- 
ganda here outlined. 

“Department - officials are _ re- 
quested to make note of any dra- 
matic activities in their community 
and to forward actual and complete 
reports of same to national head- 
quarters.” 

i@mual Bolles, national adjutant 
of the legion, said there was little 
he could add publicly at this time, 


but in a formal statement, supple- 
menting the bulletin, he said “the 
greatest check to a movement of 
this kind will come from those cit- 
izens of Teutonic extraction of 
whose loyaity and sincerity there 
can be no doubt.”

For Lloyd-George 


London, February 20.—The news- 
papers generally consider the re- 
sult of the bye-election in Cardi- 
gan, Wales, Saturday, when Cap- 
tain Ernest Evans, coalition liberal, 
who was supported by Prime Min- 
ister Lioyd-George, was elected to 
the house of commons over Llewel- 
lyn Williams, independent liberal, 
as a satisfactory answer to chal- 
lenges concerning the strength of 
Mr. Lloyd-George. 

“A specially selected constituen- 
-ey,” The Sunday Times says, “de- 
clared the country’s prime need Is 
a premier and a policy that envi- 
sages difficulties and policies and 
will indorse courage that tackles 
problems rather than one which 
shrinks from them. 

“The old guard of liberalism, 
known as ‘we're free,’ harvested an 
even more bitter defeat than had 
been planned for the premier’s 
candidate when announcing that 
‘Cardiganshire, the most typical, the 
most Welsh, the most radical, the 
most non-conformist county in 
Wales,’ would speak for Wales to 
the world.” 

The Sunday Observer character- 
izes the election of Captain Evans 
as due to the effectiveness of the 
appeal of Mrs. Lloyd-George and 
the continued ascengancy of the 
premier in the mind of his country- 
men.

Mitchell, at 22 Windsor street, was 
attacked as “Atlanta’s infant slave 
market,” by Rev. John W. Ham, in 
a sensational sermon Sundav night 
at the Baptist Tabernacle. 

He also charged that the exist- 
ence of such an institution, “with 
all the mystery and secrecy about 
it,” is in reality inviting people to 
tread the forbidden paths with the 
assurance that they can get out 
of their difficulty without embar- 
rassment. 

“Men who are well to do, both 
married and single, think nothing 
of the future of an unsophisticated 
girl and when she is to become a 
mother, for the consideration of a 
few hundred doWVars, she {fs shipped 
to Mrs. Mitchell,” asserted the pas- 
tor. 

He declared that babies sent out 
from Mrs. Mitchell's hospital be- 
come actually slaves, for the rec- 
ords do not show adoption, and 
therefore the children have no legal: 
status or claims upon the homes 


that they enter. 
op ~~ Plneed. in Bad Homes. 

“The revelations thus far show 
in many instances that the babies 
are sent into places of crime and 
sin,” he continued, “I have made 
investigation and _ found homes 
where these babies were placed and 
the peoplé were morally unfit to 
raise children. 

“I found nothing but condemna- 
tion of these sub-homes and teir 
ways of living. Next door neizh- 
bors state they are ready to sel! 
their property at a loss to get away 
from vile -surroumdings and the 
cruelty that has been inflicted upon 
the children. Neighbors tell me 
that they are ready to go on the 
stand and swear to these condi- 
tions.” 

Announcement was madé last 
week by the pastor that he would 
speak on the evils of “baby farm- 
ing,” and the Tabernacle was jam- 
med with people “to hear his dis- 
cussion, Every seat on the main 
floor and in the balconies was taken.

Macon, Ga., February 20.—(Spe- 
Who said so? 

There may be one, but it appears 
to have given Macon and Bibb coun- 
ty the cold shoulder. Thén, again, 
maybe all of the country’s crim- 
inals were wiped out in the reign 
of murders that swept through this 
county last year. for shortly before 
Christmas of last year there .were 
more than twenty persons in the 
Bibb county jail under charges of 
murder. 

Jailer Tom McCommons- an- 
nounced today that the number of 
prisoners in the county jail had 
reached the low ebb_ since the 
declaration of war four years ago, 
there being only 109 names on the 
roll, whereas this time last year 
there were 210. Of that number, 
only one is awaiting trial for mur- 
der. 

Where last year there were two 
double killings during January and 
February, there has beén only one 
homicide this year. That was the 
shooting to death of Detective 
Thomas F. Thompson by a negro. 

Of the 109 prisoners now held in 
the jail, 94 are detained on state 
charges and 13 on federal charges. 
A few of the prisoners are out-of- 
town men, held here for safe keep- 
ing, so there is in reality consider- 
ably less than 100 Bibb countians 
in jail.

The shock of the revelation of

ago. Mayor Stewart resented the 
Mercer charges and for weeks in- 
stituted a vigorous campaign to 
force Mercer out of office tor have 
him specify what city police offi- 
cers connived at or were in col- 
lusion with the whisky sellers. 

When finally Mercer came to Sa- 
vafinah and had an interview witn 
the mayor in a closeted assemblage 
composed of Chief Woods and other 
police officers, he repeated the 
charge that local officers were at 
least lax. The mayor insisted that 
Mercer show up the men or shut 
up and get out of office. 

Then followed indefinite reports 
that federal officers might be 
crooked, and Supervisor D. J. Gantt 
insisted that a bureau of intelli- 
gence man be put on the job for 
an investigation into the records 
of federal officers. Soon after. 
Mayor Stewart rushed through 
council! an ordinance abolishing the 
office held by Chief Woods, and 
that local official was left high 
if not dry. A temporary acting 
“superintendent” of police, Lieu- 
tenant Reilly was appointed, but 
after a search of a fortnight Post- 
master Lucas agreed to agcept the 
appointment at a salary’ of twicé 
‘what the old “chief” received. 

Drive Against Tigers. 

he new superintendent goes into 
same March 1. Before he goes in 
and reorganizes the force com- 
pletely, the acting superintendent, 
at the direction of Mayor Stewart. is 
wagirg a campaign of cleaning up 
the tigers and gambling joints. For 
a week and a day the campaign has 
gone forward, raids being staged 
every day and every night and 
bringing results, most of the cases 
being of the less notorious type.

Moye, Kea, Edwards and Brown 
were indicted jointly for the same 
charge, their operations being al- 
leged to have netted them $60 in 
cash and $835 worth of “moonshine 
whisky. The separate indictment 
against Moye charged him with re- 
ceiving $150 in cash and five quarts 
of whisky. 

Former Chief Woods is alleged to 
have acted in the role of “collector” 
Former Deputy Mar- 
shal Kea is charged among other 
things with accepting a reduction of 
$2,000 in thé price of a piece of 
property he is alleged to have forc- 
ed one of the “protected” ones to 
sell him.

his new role as head of the state 
department will be as an organizer 
and executive. He is looked to by 
is fellow men in the capitol to re- 
rganize the department completely, 
since it has been the consistent be- 
lief of these men that the sate de- 
partment is prety well without or- 
ganization. - 

Hughes is a lawyer, whose repu- 
tation was not made as an exec 
utive. He succeeds four democrat- 
ic lawyers, none of whom made rep- 
utations as executives out of che 
joL. Bryan, whom many, even of 
his friends, regard as an evangelist 
in«politics, left no great ord of 
administrative achievement: his own 
greatest satisfaction in the record 
he made is taken from the negotia- 
tion of arbitration agreements with 
a long list of foreign zovernments. 

Policy of Others. 

Lansing, who had been the depart- 
ment’s counselor, or légal advisor.

Nowhere today will you find an 
educated or skilful physician who 
will admit that it ever makes a 
baby sick to cut teeth.

Give him such food if you think 
Nature knows her business. Let him 
languish on liquid food alone if 


you feel sure Nature is wrong. 
A few teaspoonfuls of orange 


juice or other fruit juice may be 
given babies daily, apart from 
milk feedings, from the fourth 
month of age. By the time the baby 
is 8 months old a few teaspoonfuls 
of any vegetable, thoroughly cooked 
and strained through a sieve, may 
be given three times a week. Some 
fresh meat broth may be given at 
the same time. When he is 10 
months. old the baby should be reg- 
ularly fed cereal gruels, soft-boiled 
egg, and fresh meat broths thicken- 
ed with flour or bread or cracker. 
The pulp of any cooked fruit may 
be given from the age of 9 months 
to most babies as an aid to bowel 
action. A baby a year old should be 
éating butter toast, apples baked 
or apple sauce, boiled rice, oatmeal, 
farina or hominy with milk or 
cream and brown sugar, baked or 
mashed potato, soft-boiled or 
poached eggs, tapioca, various well- 
cooked vegetables strained through 
sieve (up to age of 2 years), and 
once or twice a week a very little 
tender meat.

Georgia Commissioner Stresses 
Necessity for Uniform Laws 


as 


Editor Constitution. Since all the 
states of the union and all the peo- 
ple in the states have become as- 
sociate in all their business rela- 
tions, there are many subjects on 
which it is important that the laws 
should be uniform. 

In order to bring about this uni- 
formity and at the same time have 
the states prezerve their autonomy, 
administer their own laws, instead 
of having congress’ legislate on 
these subjects and the federal courts 
administer these laws, the Ameri- 
can Bar association in the year 
1889 inaugurated a movement to 
establish a national conference of 
commissioners on uniform state 
laws. 

This culminated in the first meet- 
Ing of commissioners at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y., for three days be- 
ginning Angust 24, 1892. Annual 
conferences have been held in each 
succeeding year, generally during 
the month vf August, the last hav- 
ing been held in August, 1920, at St. 
Louis, Mo. 

Act Passed by Georgia. 
In September, 1891, the general 


assembly of the state of Georgia 
passed an act as follows: 


“Whereas, the general assembly 
of the state of New York has ap- 
pointed a commission to confer with 
similar commissions of other states 
in reference to warious’ subjects 
upon which uniformity in the laws 


of all the states is desirable, and 
has requested the legislature of 
other states to empower the gover- 
nor thereof to appoint such com- 
missions; 

“Whereas, in response to said ac- 


tion various other state legislatures 
have provided for the appointment 
of such commissions; therefore beit 


“Resolved by the general as- 
sembly of Georgia, That the gover- 
nor is hereby authorized and re- 
quested to appoint a commissioner, 
or in his discretion commissioners, 


not to exceed three in number, to 
confer and act with the commis- 
stoners of other states, appointed 
for the purpose of suggesting pro- 
visions for uniformity of laws 
among the several states; provided 
that the commissioner or. commis- 
sioners appointed under this resolu- 
tion shall serve without expense to 
the state.” 

Under this Georgia has had from 
one to three commissioners attend- 
ing these conferences up to the 
present time. Hon. P. W. Meldrim, 
of Savannah, was one of the first 
appointed and has served continu- 
ously since. In 1913 T. A. Ham- 
mond, of Atlanta, and the writer 
were appointed to fill vacancies 
caused by resignations, Except for 
the absence of one of them from 
one meting all of these three have 
been present at and ‘participatedin 
every meeting of the conference 
since 1913. 


As indicated by the act of the 
legislature quoted above Georgia 
hag never ¢ontributed one dollar to 
the conference or to her commis- 
sioners, 

It is a labor of love with the 
commissioners, so they give their 
time and pay their own expenses 
without complaint, but it is rather 
mortifying that our state con- 
tributes nothing towards the thou- 
sands of dollags of the expense of 
the conference, while nearly all the 
Other states contribute to the ex- 
pense of the conference and many 
of them pay the expenses of the 
commissioners, 

Georgia Only Exception. 

The expenses are chiefly for 
printing, stenographers, committee 

eetings and experts’ services. The 
American Bar association itself has 
furnished the greater part of this 

oney. Two or three times the 
eorgia Bar association has con- 
tributed $100 to the fund, 

What I am desirous of doing ifs 
to arouse the interest of the people 
of Georgia in this matter and the 


necessity for this will be seen when 
I state that the first and most im- 
portant act promulgated by the con- 
ference has been adopted by every 
state in the union except Georgia, 
and that Georgia has never adopted 
any one of them. 

Some of the states regularly em- 
ploy expert draughtsmen to put into 
proper shape all bills before their 
passage by the legislature, har- 
monizing them: with existing laws, 
and making their meaning clear. It 
has occurred to me that if Georgia 
became interested in and adopted 
some of the work of the conference 
it might invest some three hundred 
a year in the work of the con- 
ference for tne help that the work 
of the conference would be to the 
legislature, and such investment 
could properly be charged to the 
legislative department for which 
taxes may. be levied under the con- 
stitution. |

I give you today the list of the 
acts which have been promulgated 
by the national conference of com- 
missioners on uniform state laws 
with the list of states which have 
adopted them.

Georgia did enact a law on the 
subject of registration of land titles 
and one on the subject of work- 
men’s compensation, but neither cne 
is in the form recommended by the 
netional conference, and while they 
may be as good laws and prove to 
be as satisfactory in the working, 
there is a distinct disadvantage in 


‘the want of harmony, because, the 


uniform law having been adopted in 
several states has been interpreted 


in many of them, and, of course, a 
record of this is in the supreme 
court decisions. . Every lawyer 
knows the necessity of knowing 
what the courtS think of any work 
of the tegislature, and it is very 
helpful when we start off with a. 
new law. to have interpretations 
from the various courts of other 
states on that identical law. 


The national conference has not 
contented itself with promulgating 
these acts, but has had a commit- 


tee getting the reports of the deci- 
sions rendered in the various states 
on these acts, and collecting them 
for the benefit of the other courts, 
for the very good purpose of ob- 
taining uniformity of decisions or 
interpretations of the acts as well 
as of the acts themselves. 

Frofessor Charles Thaddeus Terry, 
of the. New York city bar and Co- 
lumbia Law school, and for many 
years chairman of the board of com- 
missioners from New York state, 
has prepared and had published a 
volume giving all of the uniform 
state laws and the decisions ren- 
dered on them by the courts of last 
resort of the different states. This 
is a splendid work and was pre- 
sented by Mr. Terry to the confer- 
ence without any charge whatever 
for his very valuable and extensive 
services in its preparation, . 

The advantage then of states 
adopting uniform laws includes hav- 
ing the interpretations of the va- 
ricus other states on them.

BETTER BUSINESS 


U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce Official Sounds 
Optimistic Note in 
Report. 


Washington, February 20.—Con- 
fidence that business conditions 
from now on will show a gradual 
improvement was expressed in a 


United Seates Chamber of Commerce. 
Prepared by Archer Wall Douglas, 
chairman of the chamber’s commit- 
tee of statistics and standards, the 
review stated “the most convincing 
evidence that we are on the high 
road to recovery is found in the 
universal report from every section 
of the country of steadily growing 
sentiment that ‘business will be bet- 
ter in the spring.” 


The review predicted there would 
not be a sudden return to prosperity 
but a “slow and natural working 
out of those processes of liquida- 
tion which are now in: full opera- 
tion.”

SYRIAN MANDATE 
GUES 10 BRITAIN 


Text of Agreement Be- 
tween France and Great 
Britain Received by 
Washington Officials. 


Washington, February 20.—The 
complete text of the Franco-British 
convention, by which the Syrian des- 
ert is transformed from a French to 
a British mandate, was received to- 
day by officials here and is expected 
to engage the close attention of the 
State department in connection with 


the general study of the allied man- 
dates with which the American gov- 
ernment for some time has been 
concerned. . 

The pact as concluded between 
the French and British governments 
in Paris, December 23, contains pro- 
visions for the complete settlement 
of the “problems raised by the at- 
tribution to Great Britain of the 
mandate for Palestine and Mesopo- 
tamia and by the attribution to 
France of the mandates over Syria 
and the Lebanon, all three conferred 
by the supreme council at San 
Remo.” 

The two phases of the treaty 
which have engaged the particular 
attention of American officials are 
the establishment for the fi®st time 
of the precedent of a transfer of 
mandate territory from one power 
to another by mutual agreement 
without reference to the league of 
nations and, the acquisition by Great 
Britain of her long-cherjshed dream 
of an all-rail route from the Medi- 
terranean to India through territory 
under her exclusive political or 
military control. 


Provides for Railroad. 


In the settlement of the boun- 
daries of the mandate territories, 
the southern portion of Syria bor- 
dering upon Palestine, previously al- 
lotted to France by the league of 
nations, is transferred to Great Brit- 
ain and specific provision is made 
for the construction of a British 
railway line linking Palestine with 
the Mesopotamian railway systems 
through the Syrian desert. 

Section thresé, article five, of the 
treaty provides that the “French 
government consents to the nomin- 
ation of a special commission, 
which, after having examined ‘the 
ground, may readjust the frontier 
line in the Valley of the Yarmuk as 
far as Nasib, in such a manner as to 
render possible the construction of a 
British railway and pipe line connect- 
ing Palestine with the Hedjazg rail- 
way and the Valley of the Eu- 
phrates and Sais gy entirely within 
the limits of the areas under the 
British mandate.” 

Part Is Begun. 

Part of the British all-rail route 
from India to the Mediterranean, ac- 
cording to advices received in offi- 
cial circles recently, was begun se- 
cretly during the war and has been 
completed from Quetta, in northern 
India, to a point in central Persia, 
skirting the Afghanistan border. 
The rail route from Palestine would 
cross the Syrian desert and passing 
through Basra, in southern Mesopo- 
tamia, would effect a junction with 
the line already completed from 
India at a point in southern Persia. 
With the transfer of southern Syria 
from France to Great Britain, ac- 
cording to officials, only the south- 
ern Persian link would be left out- 
side political control of Great Brit- 
ain and even this link is now par- 
tially under her political control and 
wholly under the British military 
control. 

It is believed by officials here that 
on account of the uncertainty of the 
Turkish settlement and the possi- 
bility of the passing of control of 
Constantinople from Great Britain, 
plans for the linking of the project- 
ed Mediterranean to India railway 
route that was part of the Berlin- 
to-Bagdad system from Constanti- 
nople south, will be deferred until 
the Near Eastern situation becomes 
less oDscure.

It is generally understood that 
very little commercial fertilizer will 
be used on the crops this year, and 
it here will be very 
small.: On many of the lands it 
will not affect the crops very 
much, as they are naturally fertile 
and having been well fertilized for

There will probably be very little 
cotton planted in Thomas county 
and the acreage in peanuts will

Another Crisis Is Nearing 
In Franco-German Affairs 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 
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business review issued today by the |’ 


Washington, February 20.—Atten- 
tion is being directed at the capital 
today to the new post which has 
been assigned to ex-President Poin- 
care. When he left the Elysee pal- 
ace he returned, not from public 
life, but merely from the presiden- 
cy. In the last general election he 
was chosen to represent his own 
department, that of the Meuse, in 
the French senate. Now he has 
been named to a position corre- 
sponding with that occupied by 
Senator Lodge in our own senate. 


While far less importance at- 
tached to the French than to the 
American senate, it still lies within 
the power of Poincare to block any 
project of modification of the terms 


with respect to Germany, when such 
a proposal reaches his committee. 
Thus, in point of fact, while Briand 
has received from the French 
chamber a vote of confidence per- 
mitting him to continue, his sever- 
est critic and opponent has been 
placed in a situation which enables 
him to accept or reject any Briand 
proposal. 


In the larger sense, this ts the 


exact situation of the Briand min-! 


istry at the moment. Briand holds 
office solely subject to good be- 
havior, and good behavior means 


exactly that there shall be no more 
concessions to Germany under Brit- 
ish pressure. The recent agreement 
made at Paris represents from the 
French point of view the absolute 
maximum of concession. 


Thus, when Briand goes to Lon- 
don for the approaching confer- 
ence, to discuss with the British 


the German counter proposals to 
the Paris terms, Briand must main- 


tain the French position that there | 


shall be no further yielding, or he 
must confront a hostile legislature 
when he returns, and must fall as 
Leygues recent fell for. similar 
reasons. 
May Succeed Briand. 

Beyond all question, Briand will 

be succeeded by Poincare, if he does 


not succeed-in holding his ground | 


at London. And the coming of Poin- 
care means and can mean but one of 
two things, either the submission 
by Germany to the terms fixed in 
the recent Paris conference or the 
military action of France against 
Germany to compel consent in the 
matter of reparations and compli- 
ance in the case of disarmament. 
In recent days discussion over 
Our own foreign loans has taken 
the place in the United States of 
earlier discussion over the question 
of opening European markets to 
our own surplus production. But 
ft is manifest that if France feels 
herself obliged through German re- 
fusal to accept the Paris agreement 
to take action again Germany, then 
we are in the presence of something 
approximating war once more, suf- 
ficiently approximating it to insure 
the closing of the central European 
markets to our exports indefinitely. 
All depends now upon the course 
of Lloyd-George. At Paris he sup- 
ported Briand, within limits, and 
the compromise which emerged has 
so far been succesfully defended 
by the French premier. But if 
George, under obvious pressure from 
Britain and in face of loud Ger- 
man refusals, should undertake to 
obtain further French concessions, 


then the fall of Briand would ig-/ 


evitably follow. 


linge expenditures 


Between Briand and Poincare 
there is one essential difference in 
principle and policy. Briand has af- 
firmed his purpose to preserve An- 
glo-French solidarity, to refrain 
from action against Germany, save 
as Britain agrees and participates. 
In a@ word he has placed his whole 
emphasis’ upon the maintenance of 
the Anglo-French ententes. This 
amounts to an effort to 
at all costs the essential circum-’ 
stances which defeated Germany. 

Poincare, on the contrary, is de- 
termined to enforce French rights 
against Garmany, even though such 
enforcement risks the Anglo-French 
association. He placed French 
claims and French interests above 
all else and is willing to sacrifice - 
even the aliance of 1914-18 to in- 
Sure ‘German submission and Ger-- 
man payment. If he succeeds 
Briand, he will rely, not upon the 
Anglo-French alliance, but upon 
Foch and French military strength, 
to enforce French rights, to attain 
justice for France. 

Germany's Course. | 

Germany, as usual, is fishing in 
troubled waters. She is running 
the risk of provoking French ac- 
tion because she relies upon inevit- 
able protest from Britain and even 
from the United States, if France 
takes drastic action. Relying on 
this she is planning to resist the 
terms of the Paris agreement, hop- 
ing to drive France into precipi- 
tate action which will, at the least, 
isolate France and may bring her 
into collision with her recent a! 
lies, 

Underneath the temporarily calm 
surface, therefore, there is gather- 
ing a new storm. We are approach- 
ing an acute crisis and one conse- 
quence of this crisis may be the 
occupation of more German terr!- 
tory and the consequent prolonga- 
tion and intensification of eronom 
ie disturbance in central Europe. 
If France acts, then we may 4s 
well dismiss all hope of selling our 
surplus products in central Europe 
this year or next. 

But over against our own inter- 
est must be set the present condi- 
tion of France. Her peaple have 
been taxed beyond anything yet 
undertaken in Germany. Her fi- 
nancial solvency depends upon 
German payments made immediate- 
ly to meet the floating debt of up- 
wards of $4,000,000,000 represent- 
upon the actual 
reconstruction made necessary by 
German devastation and a similar 
sum which must be expended this 
year and next, to complete this re- 
construction. 

If Germany does not pay, at once 
and as much as has been fixed by 
the recent Paris conference, France 
cannot meet either her foreign ob- 
ligations nor the costs of her own 
reconstruction. If the rest of the 
world, interested In the repayment 
by France of what France owes, 
will not support France against 
Germany, the result will be plain 
to foresee. 

The simple fact is that France 
feels that her back is against the 
wall, that her last possible conces- 
sion has been made and that, if 
more be asked, the alternative is 
the Poincare policy, which at the 
very least will eliminate Germany 
as @ military danger and give 
France security. whereas so far 
neither security nor reparation has 
been attained.

Given Atlantans 
By Noted Speaker 


Howard Theater Crowded 
to Hear Address by Dr. 
Charles Barker, 


Five simple rules for happiness 
were given by Dr. Charles E. Bar- 
ker, noted lecturer, in an address 
to a crowd of fathers, mothers and 
students who filled the Howard the- 
ater yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Barker came to Atlanta under 
the auspices of the Rotary club. He 


addressed 7,000 high school students 
in the Auditorium Friday afternoon 
and talked to several hundred At- 
lanta women at the Woman’s club 
Friday afternoon. In the evenin 
members of the Rotary club invited 
members of all other civic organi- 
zations to be present when Dr. Bar- 
ker spoke at the Hotel Ansley on 
_ Father's Responsibility to His 
on, 

The prime essential of happiness, 
according to Dr. Barker, is the cul- 
tivation of the art of looking on 
the bright side of every experience 
in life. The old theory that iras- 
cible and dyspeptic temperaments 
come through heredity he answered 
with the quotation of Robert Louis 
Stevenson that “Il am not responsible 
for the heredity habits which came 
down from my ancestors to me, but 
I am responsible for those that I 
carry out of the world with me.” 

Accept Your Place, od 

Rule No, 2, in the opinion of Dr. 
Barker, is to accept the place you 
occupy as the best place on earth 
for you. He was slightly embar- 
rassed, he added, when he made 
this statement a few months ago 
to 1,800 prisoners in the Ohio state 
penitentiary. But they caught the 
humor as well as the moral, he 
added. 

Dr. Barker attacked the envy, 
which fills the minds of many peo- 
ple and causes them unhappiness. 
He illustrated this by describing a 
painting he once viewed in Wash- 
ington showing a fence with two 
donkeys, one on either side. Each 
donkey had his head on the other 
side of the fence, he said, for each 
thought the grass across the fence 
better. The title of the picture, 
he said was “Perfect Asses.” Many 
people are just like that, he ob- 
served. 

Concentration on your work with 
all the strength of body and soul 
was explained by Dr. Barker as 
being the ore essential to happi- 
ness. This” not only contents you 
with your lot, but fits you for the 
postions higher up, he added, 

The husbands in the: audience 
were instructed to apply Rule No. 4 
by having a kind word for their 
wives, children, the office force and 
others who came in daily contact 
with them, he said, rather than 
“putting on manners” for the bene- 
fit of the man or woman he meets 
only occasionally at the social func- 


tion, 
Retain Child-like Faith. 

Literal belief that God is the 
Father of us all and the retention 
of child-like faith was given by 
Dr. Barker as the fifth and most 
important rule, for those seeking 
happiness, to follow. It was the 
realization of the number of times 
that Christ, in His preachings re- 
ferred to God as ‘‘My Father,” which 
restored his faith while reading 
a newspaper years ago, sald he. 

Any man who worries, Dr. Bar- 
ker said, commits a sin. It: is an 
admission, he told “the deacons” 
present, “that here’s one thing God 
can’t help you about, so you try 
to help yourself by worry.’ 

Dr. Barker left Atlanta last night 
with Mrs. Barker for Columbia, 
S. C., where he will lecture three 
times today and night. He will re- 
main in the Carolinas and Virginias 
for several days lecturing in the 
cities comprising the Seventh PDis- 
trict of International Rotary. The 
lecturer came to Atlanta through 
the efforts of Albert S. Adams, im- 
mediate past president of Interna- 
tional Rotary, and W. R. C. Smith, 
governor of the Eighth district. 
Governor Smith states that an ef- 
fort will be made to have him re- 
turn here cary in the fall of this 
year and spend several days among 
the school children and repeating 
his lecture to fathers on “A Father’s 
Responsibility to His Son.”

ATLANTANS PAY 
RENT, BUT FAIL 
IN HOME SEARCH 


Federal officials in every section 
of the country will be notified to- 
day to make every effort to appre- 
hend an alleged confidence man who 
is said to have operated in Atlanta 
for some time under the name of 
C. A. Ritters. A warrant for his 
arrest, charging misuse of the mails, 
has been issued by United States 
Commissioner W. Colquitt Carter. 

It is charged by -postoffice in- 
spetors assigned to an investigation 
of Ritter’s activities that he repre- 
sented himself as the owner of va- 
rious residences in Atlanta and rent- 
ed them out, receiving an advance 
payment in cash in each transac- 
tion, when he had no interest what- 
ever in the property. 

Several hundred dollars are said 
to have been obtained through the 
scheme, his plan, it is reported, was 
to select a home offered for sale 
by its real owner and atrange with 
the. owner to show the place to a 
“prospective purchaser: By insert- 
ing advertisements he was enabled 
to mfake appointments with persons 
desiring to rent or lease houses 
and show them through the house. 

If a prospect decided to take the 
place, he required him to pay rent 
in advance for the first month. The 
lessee of the property would see no 
more of the “renting agent” or the 
money, it is claimed. 

Ritter is said to have been assist- 
ed in his scheme by a young woman 
who passed at a local hotel as his 
wife. Postoffice inspectors have 
failed thus far to obtain an accurate 
descrivtion of the woman. Ritter ts 
described as being solidly built, clean 
shaven and about 54 years old. He 
was a neat dresser. 

Ritter is diso alleged to have 
fraudulently obtained sums of mon- 
ev from Atlanta citizens through 
the sale of fake oil] stock.
